Publisher of Chicago Daily News 
Expires Suddenly in 
His Home. 


EDITED. PAPER. 49 ‘YEARS 


Was a Founder of The Asso- 
ciated Press—Active in 
Many Lines. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 19 (#).—Victor F. 
Lawson, editor and publisher of the Chi- 
cago Daily News, died at his home ‘there 
tonight after an illness of two days. 

Mr. Lawson. had suffered heart attacks 
in recent years from overwork, and an 
attack of myocarditis with acute dila- 
tion, which came yesterday, proved fatal 
at 10 o'clock —— S ‘Rearest rela- 
ttvé, his. —— Bene.

Victor Fremont Lawsén gained fame 
and fortune by :hig fotesight in antici-

His Daily News was the first Western 
paper to make a succesg at the one-cent 
price. 

He later gained hosts of friends in the 
newspaper’ busingss . when Nnia foresight 
again came to the-ffont and enabled him 
to supply hundreds of publishers and 
smaller. newspapers with print paper 
during tht pager shortage of wartime 
days. 

Mr. Lawson was one of the most * 
fluential publishers in the United States. 
He was one of thé founders and _al- 
ways a leader in the affairs of The As- 
sociated Press, being one of the most 
vigorous advocates of. cooperative news 
gathering. He -was- President of. the 
Tilinois corporation from 1894 till 1900. 
He had. been a member of the Board 
of Directors of. the pregent organization 
continuotsly sirice’ November, 1900, 

Mr. Lawson learned the rudiments of 
the newspaper business on a newspaper 
in which his father, had an interest, 
He began early to acquire the experi- 
ence which later eriabled him to develop 
one of the most successful and widely 
read newspapers. on the continent. 

He was. born in Chicago Sept. 9, 1850, 
the son of Iver and Meling H. Lawaon. 
Mr. Lawson Sr,, who helped to found 
the Republican Party in Illinois, was a 
great admirer of John C. Fremont, then 
a. popular hero because of his part. in 
the conquest of California, and he named 
fils son Victor Fremont Lawson. Mr. 
Lawson completed his schooling.‘at Phil- 
lips Academy, Andover, « 
‘father,. who came to Chicago from West- 
ern..Norway, founded, with others, ‘The 


Scandinavian and was-elected to the City

Municipal Court Justice William F.

Collection of Exquisite Pottery. 


A collection of exquisite pottery, one 
of. the most beautifylly - desi -and- 
best preserved ever d, lay in full 
view. Some were without a crack, others 
were slightly damaged. The pottery con- 
tained many paintings done in beautiful 
color combinations of orange.and black 
Collecting them, the explorers returned 
to search the upper chamber. 

+ After clearing away some of the débris 
from the fallen roof;. they, were aston⸗ 
ished to find another group of pottery, 
but distinct in type from that in the 
lower chamber. In this room the clay 
vessels each, were supported on three 
round tect. Each foot is hollow and 
ontains a small pellet or “rattle.)’ 
Those in the lower room on raigéd 
surfaces like the round rings on the 
bottom of our modern dinner plates. The 
valuable collection ‘was taken to the 
ranch and deposited there after the 
troken pieces had been repaired, . 

“This ‘find is one of the most impor- 
tant of our expedition because it proves 
for the first time that the Maya_ pot- 
ters were equal in skill and artistry to 
any in the world,’ Mr. Blom said, No 
one ever discovered such @ stratification 
in the Maya pottery art, hence we were 
never able to classify their age. This 

iscovery gives us a means of solving 
the sequence in this branch of Maya art. 
The stratification must have occurred 
from the addition of another chamber 
to the pyramid by a subsequent gen- 
eration of Mayas. The later potters had 
teached”a higher stage of development. 
It is possible that later we may find 
even further advanced examples of their 
sxill in molding clay.’’ 

Another extremely important discov- 
ery was made at the same While 
exploring the upper chambe Mr. Blom 
picked yp a tooth in the loose) dirt: Upon 
close examination he discovered that the 
tooth containéd a black filling inge- 
niously inlaid so that after 1,500 years 
it still formed ‘a part of the tooth with- 
out the slightest indication of further 
decay or deterioration. It was filled in 
@ point, a cust typical of the Maya, 
who ———— it highly beautifying. 

‘Here is absolute proof that \the 
Maya, without the ald of modern in- 
struments and drugs, was a skilled / 
dentist 1,500 years ago,’’ Mr. Blom said.

They must, how- 
ever, have possessed’ some secret drug 
with which to deaden the pain and to}, 
make the inlay-Jast so tong without ex=4 
trac the‘nerve.

GENEVA, “Aug. 19.—Proposals for an 


‘international -relief union,” which, in 


accordance with Article XV of the 
Covenant of the League, have been 
drawn up by a preparatory committee, 
including Colonel Robert Edwin Olds and 
Colonel Ernest O. Bicknell, both of the 
American Red Cross, would combine the 
Governments and Red Cross societies 
and organizations of the entire world 
into. one great body for the purpose of 
using relief funds wisely and effciently 


in cases of national disaster_and calam- |} 


ities. Either the Government or =the 
Red Cross organization of a country. 
would be a member of the union, but 
not both. 

The International Red Cross would 
supply the Céntral Service Union, and 
national Red Cross organizations would 
be executive agents in each geographical 
area and members -when their’ Gov- 
ermments so decide. The Red_ Cross, 
however, would not have a monopoly 
of. participating in the executive work 
of relief. All other relief organizations 
might bring ald and cooperate in evefy 
way possible. 

The League would have representatives 
in the ‘two deliberative bodies of the’ 
union, whith would ‘act in an advisory 
capacity. The most important function 
of the League’ would: be its financial 
supervision, and it would make known 


the result of its supervision not only to 


the Governments but to the public, 
The people at large would be essen- 
tial contributors to the funds of the 
union, but, while it is not provided that 
Governments should make annual con- 
tributions, it would be necessary for 
each Government to make an_ initial 
gift for the work, Subsequent Govern- 
mental help would be —* desirable. 
The proposals provide that disasters 
which are purely local from the view- 
point of countries in which they occur 


are not to be takén into account. The}

The only probable ‘criti- 
cism_is that the ~emission of interest 
on the pre-armistice debt may be used 
as a precedent by the other debtors to 
claim like concessions. . To. forestall 
‘this, the American Debt Funding Com- 
mission has. emphasized the special 
nature. of the. Belgian pre-armistice 
debt, the burden of which, it will be 


| recalled, was passed to Germany at the 


Paris Peace Conference, thus giving 
the Belgian debt a different status 
ie p trom. other financial obligations be- 
tween any of the nations in-the war. 
The commission explained: 

‘ Although. the plan was. accepted by 
the American representatives in Paris 
and acted upon by all the other par- 
ties to it, the United States did not, 
of course, become legally hound, as 
the Versailles Treaty. with Germany 
‘was riot ratified, Nevertheless, the 
United States Debt Commission con- 
siders that while no legal obligation 
rests, upon the United States-in the 
matter, there does continue a weighty 
moral obligation as a result -of assur- 
ances given which entirely differen- 
tiate this sum from all other debts due 
the United States from_—other  coun- 
tries. 

Belgium’s plea to turn over the ser- 
vice of the debt to Germany in toto 
or to make it contingent upon pay- 
ments under the Dawes plan has thus 
been finally rejected. Neither France 
nor Italy ever received such assur- 
ances. as Belgium respecting their 
debts at the Peace Conference or else- 
where. . No claim by them for similar 
treatment can therefore stand. So 
long as this is clearly understood in 
advance there can be no valid objec- 
tions oh the part of Congress to the 
Belgian settlement, The other debtors 
will now have to abandon any hope of 
seeing the principal sum reduced or of 
getting the debts definitely linked 
with German reparations. 

Statements, official and otherwise, 
notes, speeches, magazine articles and 
personal conversations have failed 
heretofore in driving home to the 
Europeans America’s insistence on 
these two poihts.. Now at last the 
fixed policy of the American Govern- 
ment to deal with each‘ nation solely 
on the basis of its ability to pay 
should be clear. The fact that the 
British settlement has served as a 
general precedent has obscured the 
extent to which it represents in itself 
a departure from the provisions orig- 
inally laid down by Congress that the 
interest rate must not be less than 
4% per cent. and that amortization 
must be complete within twenty-five 
§ years. e° British debt runs for 
sixty-two years, with interest at 3% 
per cent. The Belgian ‘settlement 
grants even easier terms than were 
given Britain. Congress, by ratifying 
the terms of the Belgian plan, will 
recognize the fact that t--e concessions 
madé are both equitable and practical.

RAMSAY MACDONALD’S FEARS. 

Prime Minister BALpWin, defending 
his subsidy to the mine owners, im- 
sisted that he was yielding not to 
force but to expediency: Tas “he peril 
of ‘‘ revolution” been brought nearer 
by the Government's surrender to the 
threat of direct Labor action? Mr. 
Batpwin thought not. No matter if 
Labor presses on to new impossible 
demands: : r 

If the time should come when the 

community ‘has to protect itself with 
the full strength of the Government 
behind it, the community will do 80, 
and the response of the community 
will astonish*the forces of anarchy 
throughout the world. 

The. Prime Minister’ was thinking of 
the “ flicker of improvement~in in- 
dustry ’’ which had been reported t= 
him, and he would take no chances 
of killing the promise of economic re- 
vival by precipitating a labor war. tf 
industry, in the next. nine months, 
does. show signs of recuperation,. la- 
bor discontent will be allayed. If no 
improvement comes, and the threat of 
“ revolution ’’ raises its head, then 
the community will act. In the Prime 
Minister’s mind, a nine months’ armi. 
stice was worth ten million pounds, 
especially if there is a chance that 
the armistice may pass into a general 
peace. ‘ 

It isin the ranks of moderate Labor 
and among its responsible leaders that 
the greater apprehension exists. Ram- 
say MACDONALD is much more discon- 
solate over a Labor victory than Con- 
servative Mr. BALDWIN. The reasons 
why are candidly stated by Mr. Mac- 
Donap in the current number of The 
Nation.- The task of those labor lead- 
ets who believe in the methods of 
democracy has been made harder. The 
prestige of the extremists 0 
action ’’ has been increased: 

Fairy tales about the idyllic condi- 

tions of Russia, and the rouged and 
powdered reports of. untrained and 
credulous investigators, fall like seed 
upon’ ground well prepared bx dis- 
tress, falling standards, unemploy- 
ment and the reactionary policy of a 
Tory Government, but when to that 
is added: the nourishing. rain of what 
appears to be a surrender to threats, 
the damage must be assessed as being 
high. 

To Mr. MAcDoNaLpD, as a leader of 
Labor, is denied the comfort which 
Mr. Batpwin takes in the thought 
that if ‘‘ revolution ’’ does raise its 
head, the country will scotch it, Mr. 
MacDonatp does not want revolution 
to raise its head: If it succeeds, it 
will ‘‘ succeed ’’ as in Russia, where 
the economic condition of the working 
classes has sunk far below Czarist 
standards. If it fails, it means the 
reprisals of counter-revolution, the 
bankruptcy of the British labor move- 
ment. “In MacDoNALp’s opinion, thé 
‘fault sions a Government which nes- 
lected to take democratic measures In 
time and. so was compelled’ to yield to 
force. But now that the damage is 
done, one imagines that the ex-Labor 
Prime Minister, like his Conservative 
successor, must be anxiously studying 
the trade returns, hoping for increased 
employment. and labor’ ‘appeasement.

The ‘@ramatic reversal of fortune 
which’ has overtaken the Stinneg un- 
dertakings was strikingly Milustrated 


with EDMUND STINNEs, eldest son of 
the late dictator of ‘‘ big industry "’ 

Up’ to his ‘death in 
April, 1924, Huco Stinnms had been 
cotamonly reputed to exercise ‘almost 
as large control over the banks as 
over the manufacturing industry.

The complete change: * the aspect 
of the Stinnes undertakings since 
the death of their original projector. 
has not ceased to bewilder. newspaper 
readers. But it is not an illogical 
‘sequel to the recent history ‘of. the 
German: currency. Huso “ STiNwEs 
built up his combinatién of huge en- 
terprises, using the credit of compa- 
nies. which he owned. to buy up all 
kinds of other companies, in an area 
of depreciated and depreciating Ger- 
man paper money. It was not only 
easy to borrow on-an enormous scale 
during that, period; but it was safe 
and even profitable;. because, with 
the exceedingly rapid fall in the value 
of the currency, there was reasonable 
certainty that a short-term debt for so 
many. million paper marks could be 
‘paid off at maturity with much 


had originally produced: “It was a 
harves time of debtors such as finan- 
clal history ‘had never witnessed. 

The stabilization of the German 
currency at the end of 1923 and the 
return to.a gold standard in 1924 
changed all that. Whether the elder 
Stinnes, had he lived, might not have 
‘been able through his individual sa- 
gacity and prestige to adapt his un- 
dertakings quickly to the. new condi- 
tions is_ perhaps debatable; IN but his 
sons failed entirely to understand the 
meaning of: the: change. They. con- 
tinued, long after the ending of cur- 
rency depreciation, to contract new 
short-term indebtedness on ah exten- 
sive scale, largely in acquisition ‘of 
other properties in which their father 
had. not interested himself. A decline 
of one-third in even the gold price of 
stocks. on the German Boerse, itself 
an inevitable incident of ‘‘ deflation,’’ 
carried down the Stinnes shares along 
with it, brought the situation wholly 
beyond control and for a time con- 
fronted the Stinnes combination with 
insolvency. 

The moral is an old one; the spec- 
ulator seems to enjoy irresistible suc- 
cess while the Government is debas- 
ing: the currency, though sober in- 
vestors and business men face loss or 
ruin. But for all such exploits there 
is an inevitable tomorrow, and it is
